population expansion in 


Asia. In the mid 1960s, food pro- 
duction was increasing at an an- 
nual rate of 1.6 per cent while 
the population increased by 2'a 
per cent a year. New land to 
raise more crops was rapidly di- 
minishing. Widespread famines 
were predicted. 


Today, however, food produc- 


tion is increasing at 3 to 5 per 
cent a year while the birth rate 
remains nearly the same. 


But the increasing amount of 


food has also brought about so- 
cial unrest. Farmers have dou- 
bled, tripled and, in some cases, 
quadrupled their income. The 
gap between rich and poor is in 
some instances widening. 


The social unrest brought 


about by the new grains is just 
beginning to manifest itself, It 
could prompt widespread land 
reforms throughout Asia and 
the underdeveloped nations. 


And 
the 
political 
conse- 


quences are being felt. Ceylon 
Prime Minister Dudley Senana- 
yake was this year ousted part- 
ly because he did not equitably 
distribute new shipments of su- 
per grains. Field Marshal Mo- 
hammed Ayub Khan was top- 
pled as the president of Paki- 
stan in part because of the ina- 
bility of East Pakistan to grow 
the new grains. 


Ferdinand E. Marcos became 


the first Philippine 
president 


ever to win re-election in 1969, 
and one of his three campaign 
pledges 
was to develop the 


"miracle rice." 


The social unrest has prompt- 


ed some persons to criticize the 
Green Revolution, charging it 
has caused more problems than 
it has solved. 


Many, though, do not view the 


social problems as insurmounta- 
ble. Instead, they see the new 
grains as a means of eliminat- 
ing widespread starvation in un- 
derdeveloped nations. 


But experts warn that the new 


grains have only delayed from 
10 to 20 years the food problems 
facing the world if the popula- 
tion continues to increase at its 
present rate. 


"The new seeds are not a pan- 


acea, not a solution to the popu- 
lation problem," says Brown.

And there is "The Odd Cou- 


ple," later in the evening on 
ABC, which may be a disap- 
pointment to its network. It is a 
funny series although based on 
a single idea: the conflict be- 
tween a sloppy man and a fuss- 
budget sharing an apartment. 


In Thursday night's show, Os- 


car, the slob, got so fed up with 
Felix's fuming over disorder 
that he tossed him out of the 
apartment. Felix moved in with

friends—and 
drove 


them up the wall, too. 


The mess that Oscar makes 


and the Nervous Nellie attitudes 
of Felix—may not be as amus- 
ing to a housewife as they are to 
a male producer or writer.; Jack 
Klugman and 
Tony 
Randall 


handle their roles beautifully, 
but the question, suggested by 
Arnaz, is whether either charac- 
ter is likeable enough to be wel- 
come as a weekly guest.

Nobody can beat 
me." 


The black-skinned descendant 


of a runaway slave, born Cas- 
sius Marcellus Clay in Louis- 
ville, is not one to pore over 
ring record books. If he were, 
his confidence might be shaken. 


History shows that many of 


the great champions, from John 
L. Sullivan up to the time of Joe 
Louis, have found ring rust a 
handicap too great to conquer. 


Sullivan, known as the Boston 


Strong Boy in the bareknuckle 
era, won the heavyweight crown 
from Paddy Ryan in front of the 
Barnes Hotel in Mississippi 
City, Miss., back in 1882. 


He bowled over opponents for 


the next several years, ran out 
of foes and did not fight from 
1889 to 1892. During this period 
of idleness, he took a trip to Eu- 
rope, sparred with the Prince of 
Wales 
and 
played 
"Honest 


Hearts and Willing Hands" on 
the stage. 


Returning to the ring in 1892 


—fat, out of shape and 33—Sulli- 
van was an easy victim of 
James J. Corbett, who won by a 
knockout in 21 rounds. 


Corbett himself retired in 1895 


to become an actor. He tried a 
comeback only to be knocked 
out in 14 rounds by Bob Fitzsim- 
mons. Fitzsimmons ultimately 
lost the title to Jim Jeffries in 
1899. 


Jeffries, known as the Boiler- 


maker, retired in 1904 and let 
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Phone 777-6446 


Marvin Hart and Jack Root 
fight for his crown, Hart win- 
ning. After a five-year lapse, 
Jeffries tried to regain the title. 
Pitifully out of condition, he was 
kayoed by Jack Johnson in 
Reno in 1910..He was 35 at the 
time. 


Jack Dempsey, after knocking 


out Luis Firpo Sept. 14, 1923, 
had three years of easy living, 
with no standout opponents. He 
fought exhibitions, once taking 
on six different foes in one 
night, kayoing four.

Sugar's Calories Enough 


To Require Limiting It 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Doctor—In an arti- 


cle you implied 
atheroscle- 


rosis and vascular diseases 
were c a u s e d strictly by 
smoking and drinking habits 
of youth. I am 40 and have 
vascular disease and have 
never habitually smoked or 
drank. You see, I am a Bap- 
tist. I have used sugar in 
probably excessive amounts, 
consequently. Couldn't sugar 
be a contributing factor to 
vascular disorders? 


Dear Reader—I am not 


sure that being a Baptist 
p r e c l u d e s drinking and 
smoking. I know a lot of 
Baptists who do bolh. Nei- 
ther is drinking and smok- 
ing c o n f i n e d to youth. A 
heavy s m o k e r has three 
times the likelihood of hav- 
ing a heart attack as a non- 
smoker. Alcohol has a direct 
effect on the heart and often 
contributes to improper eat- 
ing. Drunkenness and glut- 
tony go hand in hand. 


Artery disease is caused 


by many factors. Diet, exer- 
cise and habits are all im- 
portant considerations. 
To 


prevent artery disease, you 
need to eat right, exercise 
properly and avoid bad hab- 
its. Many nonsmokers and 
people who do not drink al- 
cohol develop heart disease. 
Some people, possibly be- 
cause of "inherited tenden- 
cies, are much more prone 
to develop heart disease and 
their living p a t t e r n s are 
even more important to try 
to prevent disease. Diabet- 
ics, for example, are espe- 
cially prone to vascular dis- 
ease. For this reason, dia- 
betics should be especially 


careful about their diet, ex- 
ercise and habits. 


Concerning sugar, a few 


investigators have thought a 
high sugar i n t a k e could 
cause artery disease. I am 
not c o n v i n c e d that their 
data supports that idea. In 
the population studies that 
are supposed to show this, 
the people gained consider- 
able amounts of weight and 
they didn't gain muscle, but 
fat. No diet will prevent ath- 
erosclerosis 
if you eat so 


much you put on fat. 


I think the first important 


consideration in a proper 
diet to prevent atherosclero- 
sis is to prevent obesity or 
remove excess fat. To the 
extent that sugar contains 
lots of calories, it may de- 
feat this goal. Beyond that, 
the emphasis should be on 
limiting saturated fats and 
cholesterol. And don't for- 
get that how many calories 
you can eat also depends on 
the level of your daily ac- 
tivity.

Wiley Homed 
Top Man in 
FCC Group

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich- 


ard E. Wiley, the new top law- 
yer for the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, sees his job 
as being "the legal conscience 
of the commission—making cer- 
tain the commission stays with- 
in bounds." 


Wiley said in an interview he 


does not expect to assume the 
role of originator and Innovator 
he attributes to his predecessor, 
Henry M. Geller. 


Wiley was appointed general 


counsel, replacing Geller, last 
Sept. 15; Geller was retained as 
a special assistant for planning.

Scientists 
May Shatter 
OH Belief 
HALIFAX, 
N.S.

Scientists may be on the road to 
shattering the belief that light is 
essential to the origins of new 
life. 


Dr. R. J. Conover of the ma- 


rine ecology laboratory at the 
Bedford Institute of Oceanogra- 
phy says there is a physical- 
chemical process that presuma- 
bly produces life by enabling ex- 
isting life to multiply in the ab- 
sence of light.. 


"There is a process in the sea 


that can produce apparently or- 
ganic particles, strictly chemi- 
cally and without living organ- 
isms being present," he added 
in an interview. 


"It's not supposed to happen 


but apparently it does," said 
Dr. L. M. Dickie, director of the 
laboratory. 


The hypothesis is based on ev- 


idence gathered from a series of 
experiments 
on thousands of 


analyses collected during an 11- 
month voyage of the oceano- 
graphic vessel Hudson, based at 
the laboratory. 


The' experiments consisted of 


the comparison of the total par- 
ticle matter in a sample to the 
specific measurements for liv- 
ing organic matter. These latter 
measurements are based on an 
ATP enzyme system. 


More than 10,000 ocean sam- 


ples were collected for chemical 
analysis and study. Until now it 
has been thought that light and 
green plants were essential to 
produce new life by the process 
known as photosynthesis. 


Scientists at Bedford have 


questioned this because one of 
the commonest methods of mea- 
suring the rate of photosynthe- 
sis at times produce results dif- 
ficult to explain. 


The problem is that photosyn- 


thesis seems to occur at times 
in darkness, something that by 
all the accepted explanations of 
the origins of life should not 
happen. 


A possible explanation being 


considered is that some organ- 
isms can produce organic mat- 
ter in either light or darkness. 


Another is that a process 


called dark fixation takes place 
by bacterial action in the ab- 
sence of light. 


Whatever the explanation, the 


Hudson scientists found that in 
warmer waters photosynthesis 
is lower than in cold waters but 
"dark fixation" is greatly in- 
creased. 


Dickie said the study indi- 


cates the total productivity of 
the seas may be much greater 
than has been believed. 


Up to about five years ago, it 


had been estimated that the sea 
was half as productive as the 
land. Since 70 per cent of the 
earth's surface is seas, that 
meant about equal amounts of 
organic material from land and 
sea. 


"Now it is beginning to look 


as though the sea is more pro- 
ductive than the land in total," 
he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 


Ohio once looked more elusive 
than Camelot itself for Kennedy 
Democrats, but an abrupt odor 
of scandal has provided a lat- 
ter-day New Frontiersman with 
the scent of victory. 


With statehouse Republicans 


caught in the backlash of a 
questionable loan deal, former 
Congressman and Kennedy or- 
ganizer John L. Gilligan is mov- 
ing toward the governor's chair. 


"We're trying to win this state 


back from the fixers," says the 
49-year-old Gilligan, sounding 
the theme of the Democratic 
campaign. 


While top GOP strategists 


concede that Gilligan's lead ap- 
pears 
insurmountable, 
they 


nonetheless are pouring their 
energies into keeping their can- 
didate, State 
Auditor 
Roger 


Cloud, within range. 


The fear, simply, is that a Gil- 


ligan landslide could drag under 
the Republicans' favorite son, 
Rep. Robert Taft Jr., in an oth- 
erwise close Senate race against 
liberal Democrat Howard Met- 


zenbautn. 


The normally subdued Cloud, 


a strong party 
loyalist, has 


played out the part with new- 
found fury, calling his opponent 
"tax-a-billion 
Gilligan" 
and 


charging that his "ultra left- 
wing philosophy will destroy 
progress in Ohio." 


Retorts Gilligan: "The Repub- 


licans won't be able to cover up 
their scandal with their smoke- 
screen of vicious personal at- 
tacks." 


Without the scandal, Gilligan 


likely wouldn't stand a chance 
in this traditionally conserva- 
tive state. He already has lost 
twice, once 
to 
Congressman 


Taft in hometown Cincinnati 
and once to Sen. William B. 
Saxbe. 


Cloud proudly boasts that un- 


der the leadership of outgoing 
Gov. 
James Rhodes, the party 


built "the most effective politi- 
cal force in the nation." Demo- 
crats, 
meanwhile, 
had 
lost 


ground steadily. 


But a curtain of scandal be- 


gan to ring down on the GOP 
when it was disclosed earlier in 
the year that the state adminis- 
tration had surpassed a $50 mil- 
lion limit on state investment 
loans. 


Then, it turned out, the firm 


which arranged the loans re- 
ceived hefty commissions rang- 


ing from $500,000 to $1 million. 
Moreover, that same firm gave 
more than »30,000 in campaign 
contributions to various Repub- 
licans, including Cloud and the 
nominees for attorney general 
and auditor. 


Although 
Cloud 
disclaimed 


any responsibility and returned 
the campaign money, Gilligan's 
popularity promptly skyrocket- 
ed. And a campaign which once 
promised a bumper crop of is- 
sues, including the Kent State 
incident, tax reform, pollution 
and education, turned instead to 
a 
bitter 
exchange 
of body 


punches. 


Cloud, who previously 
had 


prided himself on avoiding per- 
sonal attacks, began hopscotch- 
ing the state in his "Cloud 9" 
helicopter, armed with a six- 
year-old clipping from the Xavi- 
er University student newspa- 
per. 


In 
somewhat 
bland 
tones, 


Cloud reads a quote attributed 
to Gilligan: "The university 
crowd should start riots and po- 
litical revolutions in the area of 
what 
this 
country 
obviously 


needs." 


"It's a lie," retorts Gilligan. 


"They know it is a lie. I know it 
is a lie. You know it is a lie." 


And he offers statements from 


officials at Xavier, where he 
once taught literature, to sup- 


port his contention that the 
newspaper's quote isn't his own. 


Cloud nonetheless has come 


off with the harder line on cam- 
pus disorders. Without specific 
reference to Kent, he says he 
would call 
out the National 


Guard, equipped with live am- 
munition, 
if 
further 
trouble 


were to occur. But he adds: 
"They would load only on spe- 
cific orders of the commanding 
officer," 


Gilligan says he would call up 


Guardsmen only as a last resort 
and then under the condition 
that they cooperate with police 
officers trained in handling un- 
ruly crowds. 


Cloud, a one time farmer and 


heavy 
construction 
operator, 


wants a county income tax, 
which Gilligan claims would be 
impractical, unfair and inade- 
quate. 


Instead, Gilligans prefers a 


tax on corporation income. But 
Cloud 
terms 
that 
proposal 


"completely 
irresponsible," 


saying it would take "an aver- 
age of $29 a month more out of 
the pockets of every family in 
Ohio." 


Both men appear to be well-fi- 


nanced, although the GOP has 
pleaded for public donations to 
pay for last-ditch saturation ad- 
vertising. A recent leak that the 
GOP National Committee has 
written off Cloud as a loser isn't 
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likely to help that cause. 


Gilligan's forces, meanwhile, 


have tapered off their fund-rais- 
ing, 
having acknowledged sev- 


eral weeks ago that 80 per cent 
of a $1 million budget was al- 
ready in the till. 


Gilligan is rated the more at- 


tractive of the pair for televi- 
sion. Red-haired, rangy and 
freckled, he comes across as far 
more outgoing. Cloud is heavier, 
shorter, and parts his white hair 
in the middle. The polls show 
him ahead, for whatever conso- 
lation, in the age bracket over 
65. 


Apparently the byproduct of 


the personal infighting rather 
than concentration on issues, an 
undercurrent of voter disgust 
has been reported 
throughout 


the state. Many appear to share 
the sentiment of bartender Wil- 
liam Ruhlman: "I couldn't vote 
for Gilligan and I sure as hell 
don't like Cloud." 


Each candidate, not unexpect- 


edly, blames the other for the 
obfuscation.

JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 


rica (AP) — A 26-year-old South 
African blonde was in hiding to- 
day following reports that she 
spied for Cuba while working at 
the South African Embassy in 
Washington. 


Johannesburg 
newspapers 


said the girl, Jennifer Miles, 
had connections with the two 
Cuban diplomats at the United 
Nations 
who 
were recently 


kicked out of the United States 
for spying. The London Daily 
Express said she is also sus- 
pected of having connections 
with the Canadian terrorists 
who kidnaped and murdered 
Quebec Labor Minister Pierre 
Laporte and are holding British 
diplomat James Cross. 


"It is understood," said a Dai- 


ly Express story from Washing- 
ton, "that the FBI has the 
names of more than 100 men 
dated by Miss Miles while she 


worked for the Cuban spy or- 
ganization. The names include 
those of many junior U.S. offi- 
cials and diplomats at several 
embassies in Washington." 


Miss Miles worked at the 


South African E]mbassy from 
April 1969 until last month, 
when she came to Johannesburg 
and went to work as a secretary 
at a carpet concern. She quit 
her job Tuesday and moved out 
of her Johannesburg apartment 
Wednesday. Her last employer 
said he had "no idea" what had 
happened to her. 


The newspaper Die Transval- 


er said it had traced her but 
that 
she 
was noncommittal 


about the reports and asked: 
"Why don't you speak to Gen. 
Hendrik van den Bergh?" 


Van den Bergh, head of the 


state security bureau, would say 
only that "Miss Miles is known 
to the bureau." 


Local newspapers said the 


young woman, who was born in 
Kimberley, the diamond center, 
spent more than a year in Cana- 
da studying an underground net- 
work that ferries Canadian ex- 
tremists and members of the 


Black Power movement to Cuba 
for training. 


While vacationing in Cuba in 


December 1967, they said, she 
was recruited to spy for the Cu- 
ban directorate of intelligence. 


The papers said she went to 


work in 1969 as political secre- 
tary for the first secretary of 
the South African Embassy in 
Washington. But in Pretoria, a 
spokesman for the Foreign Min- 
istry said she was appointed 
locally in Washington for a non- 
diplomatic job.

Chang said three long-haired 


persons who live in a wooded 
area came to investigators at 3 
a.m. Thursday after reading a 
note left at the slaying scene 
and released to news media by 
the sheriff Wednesday. 


Chang said the three told in- 


vestigators 
the 
note—which 


threatened death for those who 
"misuse the natural environ- 
ment" and referred to tarot 
cards 
symbols—sounded 
to 


them as though it might have 
been written by Frazier.

pulsed by the massacre, Chang 
said. 


The informants provided an 


address for Frazier's estranged 
wife 
who 
was 
questioned 


promptly, Chang added. He 
would not give her first:; name 
and.said she was in protective 
custody. 


The wife resides about six 


miles from the six-foot-square 
shanty where Frazier lived— 
across a gully from the man- 
sion of Dr. Victor M. Ohta, 45, 
who was shot to death Monday 
along with his wife, Virginia, 43, 
their two sons, Derrick, 12, and 
Taggart 11, and Ohta's secre- 
tary, Dorothy Cadwallader, 38. 


Chang quoted Frazier's wife

Americans can grasp the signif- 
icance of the "Green Revolu- 
tion." 
. . 


In a nation where mountains 


of surplus wheat and corn are 
commonplace and cattle are fat- 
tened on grain, the development 
of extremely high-yield strains 
on wheat and rice has little im- 
pact. 


But to millions of underfed 


persons living in overcrowded 
and underdeveloped lands, the 
"Green Revolution" is truly the 
staff of life. It is chapate to a 
hungry Indian peasant, tortillas 
to a Mexican and rice to an In- 
donesian. It has created social 
unrest 
and 
toppled 
political 


leaders. 


Agricultural economist Lester 


R. Brown goes a step further in 
assessing its significance. "The 
technology represented by these 
new seeds will probably affect 
more people in a shorter period 
of time than any technological 
change in history." 


If the peoples of the world can 


learn to curtail their birth rate, 
Brown adds, the new grains 
"hold out hope that we can 
make substantial progress in 
eliminating hunger in most of 
the world in this decade." 


It was in recognition of this 


achievement—and its prospects 
for 
eliminating 
starvation 


around the globe—that the No- 
bel Peace Prize was awarded 
this week to Dr. Norman E. 
Borlaug, the former Iowa dirt 
farmer who pioneered develop- 
ment of the new strain of super 
wheat. The breakthrough en- 
abled agronomists in 1962 to re- 
peat the performance with rice. 


In the last five years, the new 


grains have revolutionized agri- 
culture in many underdeveloped 
countries. 


To most Americans, though, 


the question remains: What are 
the new grains? 


Essentially, they are rede- 


signed wheat and rice plants 
about half as tall as traditional 
varieties. The shorter stem per- 
mits farmers to heavily fertilize 
the plants and double the yield. 
Attempts at heavy fertilization 
of the traditional long, thin- 
stemmed varieties failed be- 
cause the heavy head of grain 
caused the plant to topple over. 


In addition, the new strains 


proved adaptable to a wide var- 
iety of climates. The wheat that 
Borlaug developed in Mexico 
prospered from as far north as 


Turkey to as far south as Para- 
guay. 


The yield of these dwarf 


grains is truly astounding. One 
leading agricultural expert said 
the super grains have "added a 
conservative 20 million tons of 
cereal grains to the Asian food 
supply," or more than $2 billion 
worth. 


All this has come about in five 


years. Only 200 acres of super 
wheat and rices were under cul- 
tivation in Asia in 1965. In 1970, 
more than 40 million acres of 
the new strains were being cul- 
tivated; 


In 1965, for example, India's 


wheat crop totaled 12 million 
tons. With the introduction of 
super wheat, the total rose to 21 
million tons in 1970—an increase 
of 75 per cent. 


West Pakistan, a traditional 


importer of grain, is now an ex- 
porter of both wheat and rice. 


Even more encouraging is the 


comparison of food production
